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Louisiana Thanks Army for Aid 
During Gulf Hurricane Disaster 


WASHINGTON—Members 
ef the Louisiana congressional 
delegation last week thanked 


Secretary of the Army Wilber — 


M. Brucker andthe Army 
personnel involved in the 
rescue operation in the Louisi- 
ana disaster area for their 
fast and effective emergency 
actions. 

Sen. Russell B. Long expressed 
his thanks from Washington while 
Rep. T. Ashton Thompson, whose 
district includes thé hard-hit Cam- 
eron and Calcasieu counties, for- 
warded his appreciation to the 
Army from his field office in thé 
disaster area. 

More than 1000 -persons were 
rescued by- the Army, principally 
by helicopter, according to esti- 
mates made by authorities at 
Fourth Army Headquarters, Fort 
Sam Houston, Tex., and Fort Polk, 
La. 

Fellowing the devastating Hur- 
ricane Audrey, 500 officers and 
men were in the disaster area at 
various times with. all types of 
emergency equipment, augment- 
ing the efforts of civil authorities 
and National Guardsmen. As of 
July 3, 270 Army troops from 
Fert Polk were still in the area 
lending assistance with equipment 
ranging from short wave radios to 
bulldozers.

A PARTIAL LIST of more than 
$120,000 worth of Army equipment 
rushed to the stricken areas in- 
eluded 8900 blankets, 5850 cots, 
pine helicopters, 64 trucks, 11 am- 
bulances and medical supplies, en- 
gineer construction items and 
water points, radios and one baby 
delivery kit. 

Army planes and helicopters 
spotted scores of bodies of hurri- 
eane victims, notifying emergency 
collecting teams of their locations. 
Military médical personnel joined 
with Red Cross and civilian physi- 
clans participating in the mass 
treatment of uncounted hundreds 
of casualties. A systematic search 
ef the hurricane area was made 
by Army helicopter pilots. 

Coordinator of military assist- 
ance in the disaster area is Maj. 
Gen. Edward G. Farrand, ¢om- 
manding general of the Ist Armd. 
Div. at Fort Polk.

In passing the bill, Congress 
noted that there are 65 million 
motor vehicles using: 342 million 
miles of public highways and that 
many people risk their lives to pre- 
vent accidents or to save victims 
of such accidents. 

The medal is bronze and is ac- 
companied by a ribbon and a 
rosette that can be’ worn.in place 
ef the medal. All citizens, civilian 
and military, who perform acts of 
heroism are eligible for considera- 
tion for the award.

Poor Show 


' Sen. Paul Douglas is a stubborn pro- 
ponent of economy in government. In many 
a dogfight on the Senate floor he has proved 
to be a vigorous enemy of waste and genteel 
graft. ‘ 

In his time he has upset many a pork- 
barrel, often to the acute discomfort of Jess 
upright colleagues. 

But last week, ostensibly still fighting 
under the fair banner of economy, he de- 
meaned himself by a caustic, unfair and 
snide attack on the service family’s standard 
of living. 

The main target of Senator Douglas’ 
speech was the Defense Department practice 
of obtaining goods and services by negotia- 
tion, instead of by sealed competitive bidding. 
Nine out of 10 defense transactions, he said, 
are carried out in this way. 

If so, the practice can be shown to be 
wasteful and is worthy of the senator’s 
lance, 

But somewhere in the last third of his 
speech last week, Mr. Douglas branched off 
into specific instances of contracts which he 
classed as “unnecessary” items that “could 
be postponed.” 

For example, he objected to the installa- 
tion of tile in the showers of three permanent 
barracks at Fort Monmouth, N. J. It was 
his opinion that “good, concrete bases. are 
adequate in the military service and out of 
it’—leading one to conjecture whether he 
knows anything about sanitation. 

He found it curious that the Army wishes 
to replace wooden steps‘and platforms in 
the cantonment area at Camp Drum, N. Y., 
since it appeared, he said, Drum was an 
inactive post. By picking up the phone, of 
course, he could have discovered that scores 
of thousands of Reservists and Guardsmen 
train at Drum each year—men whose limbs 
and heads might well be put in jeopardy 
by faulty construction there. 

He found it not in the interest of defense 
that Fort Meade, Md., had a golf course and 
a pro, wondering aloud concerning the pro’s 
salary and who paid it. Again, by asking a 
clerk he could have found out from Meade 
(as this paper did) that the pro was a 
civilian, paid out of golf membership fees— 
in other words, from non-appropriated funds. 

Not to go into tedious detail, the senator 
objected to the services’ paying for every- 
thing from household furniture for Marine 
Corps posts to the replacement of unit heat- 
ers in chapels at Fort Carson, Colo. - 

He read from quite a long Jistwhich, 
curiously, did not include a single instance 
of “waste” in Illinois, Mr. Douglas’ home 
state. 

Be that as it may, his utterance was typi- 
cal of the kind of pot-shooting indulged in 
these days by less sincere Jawmakers than 
Sen. Douglas. 

The feeling seems to be that servicemen 
and their families are not quite first-class 
Americans and therefore, are entitled only 
to the barest comforts. Since they do not 
constitute_a strong voting group in most local 
elections, they are fair game for “wit” and 
innuendo. 

Yet most of these same ltgislators also 
find frequent occasion for wonderment that 
so many of. our trained men are leaving the 
service. 

Perhaps one reason these good men dis- 
card the uniform they love is because they 
know that, collectively speaking, their elected 
representatives have two sides of a mouth 
out of which to speak.

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We're Evolving 
On Slow Burner

Patience is an admirable virtue to be cultivated by every- 
one. It is particularly valuable to the soldier, for with 
patience, he can stand in line, repeat the lessons of yesterday, 
and wait for tomorrow's promised goodies—like. the light 


rifle which he will get (not next 
year, of course, nor even the year 
after, but three years from now). 

Ordered not to rush into things, 
the Army has been forced to be 
economical. It will not have to 
buy rifles-or am- 
munition for 
them, or train 
people in their 
use for two 
more years. 

It’s like the 
new Army 
Green uniform. 

By the time 
the uniform and 
the rifle are 
adopted . Army- 
wide, they will 
be_ so well 
known, so widely accepted, that 
few will recogftize that there has 
been a change. 

And this is good, because change, 
as’ everyone knows, is upsetting, 
disturbing, radical. The slow, con- 
servative ways feel good, are com-

fortable. Changes should be evo- 


lutionary. ‘Those used to the old 
ways should not be required to 
conform to the new. Bring in the 
new ways slowly, letting those who 
are upset by them dictate the speed 
at which they come in. Until the 
oldtimers are out, keep out the 
new.

I DON’T really believe that this 
is good. I’m just parroting a line, 
the line peddled to anyone who 
asks the Army why it doesn’t have: 

@ A lightweight tank—( Answer: 
It takes time). ° 

® A cross-country personnel car- 
rier that can be carried in a plane 
—(We’re working on it). 

@ A system for recognizing, 
training, and paying men capable 
of handling .the technical require- 
ments of today’s Army — (That 
takes Congressional action). 

@ A method of keeping its word, 
once given, to those who wear the 
Army ‘uniform — (Of course, we 
must not break our. promises, but 
the needs of the country and the 
Army must come first). 

® Etc., ete—(Wait. Time solves 
many. problems). 

oe * *® 

SLOWNESS, we are told, is the 
curse of bigness. 

For when you are big, you must 
be careful that everyone who might 
be touched by any action proposed 
is consulted, his objections con- 
sidered, and the action so compro- 
mised that the fewest feelings are 
hurt. 

This is called “staffing.” It is the 
crutch of the conservative. He can 
blame staffing for slowness and 
paint himself a liberal, a doer, 
held in check by the system. 

_It is, however, amazing to see 
how. fast an action can be taken 
when it is directed from above. 
The same steps are taken. But the 
time somehow is cut down,to the 
point. where weeks are days and 
days are hours. 

I don’t expect that the Army 
planned for 1962 will be in the 
field in 1958. Yet after five years’ 
observation, I wonder if the Army 
planned for 1962 will be in the 
field even by 1965. 

* * 

THE -ARMY is the oldest of the 
services. ' It. seems to move the 
slowest. Age seems to have brought 








conservatism even in areas where 
conservatism, in its worst sense, is 


admittedly dangerous. 

The inertia of tradition and of 
size—or the careful slowness of 
maturity and study, if you prefer 
—is not always appropriate. This 
seems to me particularly true when 
the environment in which the 
Army is trying to make a place for 
itself changes with bewildering 
speed with each new discovery in 
weapons technology. 

The Army has argued publicly 
that missiles, atomic explosives, 
carriers which are independent of 
terrain or weather conditions; are 
simply extensions of existing or 
traditional tools available to the 
military throughout - history, 

Its opponents insist otherwise. 

The Army tacitly admits their 
point when it says that the stra- 
tegy of war has not changed but 
the techniques and tactics have. 

This does not admit that the 
opponents are correct. But it does 
indicate that both the Army, in 
its public statements, and its op- 
ponents have taken extreme posi- 
tions. . 

* * 2 

IF TACTICAL changes are need- 
ed, they are needed now. If new 
techniques are called for by new 
weapons, they too are needed now. 

The Army is changing its or- 
ganization. It is testing new tac- 
tics and doctrine. Following these 
changes, new ways of meeting per- 
sonnel, logistical and. intelligence 
problems are being sought and 
frequently found. 

But what are they? Repeatedly, 
an apology and the answer, “That’s 
classified!” meet requests for in- 
formation about these new Army 
techniques. 

The revolution (or evolution) 
goes on, perhaps, but little is said 
of it. 

Result is that the Army contin- 
ues to be considered moss-bound, 
slowed down and held back by tra- 
dition. If the changes which we 


are. assured are being made are 


actually taking place, they are in 
areas where they aren’t -visible. 
os « * 

RESISTANCE by the planners; 
supervisors, -commanders, to those 
in the Army who would like to 
get the Army’s story out prevents 
one more needed change—a change 
in the attitude of the Army’s staff 
to information activities. 

Until the staff will permit the 
Army’s information officers to be 
modern also in their techniques, 
the Army won't persuade its audi- 
ence that it is forward-looking. 
Too many think that all they have 
to do is say they are modern. 

But the audience is from Mis- 
souri, It wants to be shown. Exam- 
ples, details, free discussion of ob-’ 
vious situations ‘instead of stub- 
born insistence that generalities 
are true because the leaders say 
so—this is what’s’ missing.

The House-passed bill to broaden 
the Missing Persons Act, HR 5807, 
would be particularly advantageous 
te Reservists and National Guards- 
men. It would pay full pay and 
allowances to their dependents 
when they became missing—even 
if they were in a non-pay status 
at the time. 

‘It would include men lost on the 
way to weekly drills or summer 
camp. It would also provide cov- 
erage in continental U.S. to those 
lost in aircraft accidents and secur- 
ity work or similar situations. 

The bill has, in addition, a pro- 
vision to give POW pay to Philip- 
pine Scouts who were paroled to 
tzkeir homes by Japanese captors 
during World War IL, ‘ 


HEARINGS were held by the 
Armed Services committee on the 
latter portion of the bill. But last 
week the committee approved a 
new bill to simply extend the pres- 
ent law until next April. Commit- 
tee sources let it be known that 
this was done with the idea of 
ing the law on the book in 
case there isn’t time to complete 
work on 5807.

Nurse Bill Gets Hearing 
But May Be Doomed 


WASHINGTON. — Defense's 
nurse career bill got a _ long- 
awaited hearing before a Senate 
Armed Services .subcommittee last 
week. 

The measure, which woyld mean 
additional rank for the average 
service nurse during the course of 
her career, passed the House back 
in February but has been ignored 
by the Senate group until now. 
While time remains to complete 
work on the bill this session, there 
js some possibility it. will be held 
hack by the all-consuming fili- 
buster on civil rights. 

The hearings were conducted by 
a special subcommittee made up 
of Sens. Henry M. Jackson (D., 
Wash.), chairman, Sam J. Ervin 
Jr. (D., N. C.) and Margaret Chase 
Smith (R., Me.) The group has not 
yet completed its work. 

Under the bill as now written, 
the average nurse could reach the 
grade of major (lieutenant com- 
mander). She would be eligible 
for that grade, after 14 years’ serv- 
ice, on a fully qualified basis. 

Retirement for many nurses 
would be improved because they 
would be allowed to count any 
time credited for pay purposes. 
For example, they could count Re- 
serve time. * 

* s 

THE NAVY Medical Service 
Corps and Army and AF medical 
specialists would also get. im- 
proved promotion opportunities 
under the bill. 

Representatives of the _ three 
gervices appearing before’ the 
subcommittee told the same story: 
a shortage of Regular nurses in 
the lower ranks because the young 
hurses don’t have sufficient incen- 
tive to stay in.

389 medical specialists, he said. 

He noted the AF had lost 20 
percent of its nurses (565) and 18 
percent of its medical specialists 
(24) in 1956. 

Rear Adm. B. W, Hegan, Navy 
Surgeon General, told the subcom- 
mittee’. that the Navy Regular 
nurse strength has fallen from 
1500 to under 1000 since 1952. And 


there are only 26 Regular nurses 


serving in grades below lieutenant, 
he said. 
* . + 

UNDER present laws, of 2000 
Nurse Corps officers, only 210 can 
serve in grades above lieutenant. 
This results in stagnation and is 
why many nurses are leaving serv- 
ice, he stated. 

Maj. Gen. Silas B. Hays, Army 
Surgeon General, told the subcom- 
mittee ‘that 77 percent of all Army 
nurses are in grades of captain or 
lower. 

Out of 1293 Regular Army 
nurses, there’are only 87 first lieu- 
tenants and four second lieuten- 
ants, he said. The bill must pass to 
get young women to stay in, he 
added. 

He noted that some 100 Reserve 
nurses: have only a few years to 
go before reaching age 55. Under 
former policy, they would have 
been forced out, but now they will 
be retained if they’ can qualify: 
for retirement by age 60, he said. 
The Army was criticized for its 
earlier policy during hearings on 
this bill in the House.

listed. This was the permanent 
grade. 


Former officers got grade E-6.

Now DA Circular "35-19 says that 
those whose bonus was computed 
on grade E-6 are entitled to a 
higher bonus, based on grade E-7, 
if they were in fact immediately 
advanced on enlistment to the 
higher temporary grade. 

Local finance officers are au- 
thorized to make this payment if 
records are available to substan- 
tiate the payment. 

If not, enlisted members can put 
in a claim to the Army Finance 
Office through their finance offi- 
cers. 


Those who were required te pay 
money back can likewise get a 
refund of the money taken from 
them in the recoupment actien. 
This can be done lecally, if records 
enough are available, er through 
channels, as above.

Van Service for Military 
Moves Extended to Italy 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. — Nine 
months after the inauguration of 
their overseas moving service, 


Aero Mayflower Transit Co. and 
the American Express Co. have 
announced their third extension 
of service, this time into Italy. 
The extension makes available 
house-to-house service to members 
of the Army and Air Force and 
their families moving between the 
United States and Italy.

ConAre, Ft Monroe 
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ROA Snubs Retirement Pay 
Sparkman-Huddleston Bills

WASHINGTON.—Thie,.1957 convention. of the Reserve Officers Association dis- 
appointed Reserve officers hoping that the organization would -support the Sparkman- 


uddleston measures. 

The Sparkman-Huddleston bills 
would place Reserve officers, with 
any active duty before Nov. 12, 
1918, as either officers or enlisted 
men, on the retired rolls with pay 
amounting to 75 percent of the pay 
of the grade in which retired. At 
this time only Reserve officers with 
WWI service who are retired be- 
cause of disability are entitled to 
this special rate of pay. 

The 1942 pay act—and this pro- 
vision is retained in the 1948 pay 
act—states that “any officer” with 
service in WWI will be _ retired 
with 75 percent pay. The Reserve 
officers retired under Title II and 
Title Ill of PL 810, have been 
denied this special retirement pay 
by decisions of the Comptroller 
General. Subsequent action in the 
Court of Claims also brought a 
negative decision. 

The 1955 convention of the Re- 
serve officers did go on record as 
favoring the Sparkman-Huddleston 
measures but this support was 
withdrawn at the 1956 convention. 

The 1957 convention endorsed a 
resolution favoring “equalized” 
treatment between Regulars and 
Reservists under “comparable cir- 
cumstances.” Some of the dele- 
gates, I am informed, understood 
that the resolution supported the 
controversial Sparkman - Huddles- 
ton bills. 

Maj. Gen. Mel Maas, USMCR, 
Ret., told Army Times that this 
is not correct: Maas, while serving 
as a member of Congress from 
Minnesota, authored the 1942 pay 
act. He said that it was never 
intended to include Reserve offi- 
cers under the act, notwithstand- 
ing the expression “any officer” 
contained in the act. 

Maas said that “by no stretch 
of the imagination could the reso- 
lution .be interpreted to mean that 
ROA should support the bills.” He 
pointed out that the resolution 
called for equalization “under 
comparable circumstances.” 

“These conditions” he declared, 
“are not comparable.” 

” ~ 


THE POSITION of the ROA 
does. not necessarily mean that 
Congress will or will not enact 
legislation on the basis of the or- 








ganization’s views. But with an 
economy minded Congress, as. is 
the 85th, hopes of Reserve officers 
for enactment of.the measures are 
vanishing. 3 ' 

Other than the budget increase 
for retirements—and in this in- 
stance it would increase the budget 
by approximately $24,789,324, ac- 
cording to the report from the 
Army Department—Congress ‘is 
not likely to pass any measure that 
carries with it the opposition of 
the Pentagon. 

With the growing opposition to 
the Sparkman-Huddleston mea- 
sures, it now looks like a “lost 
cause” for the.senior officers of 
the Reserve. 

Because of the clause contained 
in the 1942 and the 1949 pay acts 
of “any officer,” the committee 
representing the Reserve officers 
concerned may ‘seek another re- 
view of their contention by the 
Court of Claims. 





Study Retired Pay 


A complete study on the ques- 
tion of whether the armed forces 
may take retirement pay away 
from’ servicemen sentenced to 
prison’ by civilian courts, after Te- 
tirement, has been ordered by Rep. 
Carl Vinson (D., Ga.) chairman of 
the House Armed Services com- 
mittee. 

Rep. Paul J. Kilday, (D., Tex.) 
will be chairman of the subcom- 
mittee making the investigation. 
He is expected to recommend 
whether a law is needed to prevent 
such actions. 

A legal source here has informed 
me that while apparently the law 





authorizes such action, at the dis- 
cretion. of the President, for re- 
tirees of the Regular services, it 
is questionable whether Reserve 
officers retired under either Title 
II or Ill of PL 810 could have 
their retirement pay withdrawn. 
He said that officers retired by the 
Regular services remain’ members 
of the armed forces and are ac- 
countable to the services for their 
activities in civilian life. The same 
question has never been deter- 
mined with regard to Reserve .of- 
ficers. 





Retirement Claims 


Looks as if the Court of Claims 
will again decide whether Reserve 
officers retired for disability will 
be retired in their highest Reserve 
grade or in. the grade in which 
serving on active duty at time of 
retirement. 

Some months ago” the court 
ruled in the Tracy decision that 
they would be retired in highest 
permanent Reserve grade. The 
government then held that only 
the single decision would be recog- 
nized. This means that all other 
officers in similar. status would 
have to seek individual court ac- 
tion. 

Two new claims have been pre- 
pared. If the court rules favor- 
ably again, it is anticipated that 
the new decision will be accepted 
by the government and all Reserve 
officers retired for disability in a 
grade lower than permanent Re- 
serve grade, will be so retired. For 
retroactive cases it. will be neces- 
sary to file claims with the comp- 
troller general.

WASHINGTON—A bill to make 
the position of registrar at West 
Point a permanent job on a par 
with academy professorships has 
been approved by the House 
Services committee.

MANY OTHER questions con- 
cerning this phenomenon. are 
raised by the investigators. Kor 
example: 

1. Are bats instrumental in the 
spread of encephalitic diseases? In 
nature, mosquitoes and bats live 
together. It is presumed that the 
mosquitoes might transmit the 
virus from bats to humans and vice- 
versa. A mosquito could inoculate 
a bat with a very low relatively 
harmless: concentration of the 
virus. Then, three days later, it 
could take from the bat a concen- 
tration high enough that upon bit- 
ing either man or animal, it could 
transmit the disease. The bat 
would then be acting as a reservoir 
of the virus, the scientists pointed 
out. 

2. Do bats, by their hiberna- 
tion, provide a winter home for 
the encephalitis viruses? Under 
artificially induced hibernation, 
the virus concentration in bats 
is lowered and remains constant 
for at least 90 days, When the 
bat awakens, the virus concen- 
tration builds up rapidly. 

3. Do other viruses react the 
same way in bats? Prior to the 





Army Chemical Corps’ work, 
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other scientists found that the 
same principle holds true for the 
virus causing rabies, but that in 
some cases, the bat will sicken, 

4. Are bats being generally 
overlooked as valuable laboratory 
animals? The investigators say, 
perhaps they are, even though 
they are more closely allied to 
primates than any other order on 
the evolutionary scale.

THIS VIRUS-BAT relationship 
is ideal from the point of view of 


the virus as a parasite. It can live 
in, its host, the bat, without killing 
its source of nourishment. 

A technical presentation written 
by Army Chemical Corps virolo- 
gists Edwin C. Corristan, Louis C. 
LaMotte, Jr., and Dr. Dorothy G. 
Smith, of Fort Detrick, based on 
preliminary studies of the bat- 
virus relationship, was presented 
at the 1956 meeting of the Federa- 
tion of American Societies for Ex- 
perimental Biology. 

Corristan and fellow scientists 








working on the .project collected 
bats in their spare time, collecting 
them in an ‘old church and in 
caves along the Potomac River. 

At least three types of encepha- 
litis viruses, whose names are in- 
dicative of their region, are found 
in the United States. They are 
Eastern equine encephalomyelitis, 
Western equine encephalomyelitis, 
and St. Louis encephalitis.

Ord Aircraft Get Oddest 
Job Yet—Counting Otters 


FORT ORD, Calif.—The Air Sec- 
tion here has used its personnel 
and aircraft in a great variety of 
public service missions. But, per- 
haps the strangest task undertaken 
by the section is the searching out 
and counting of the famed Cali- 
fornia sea otter. 

For the past six months, Army 
pilots have flown Dr. Richard. A. 
Boolootian, marine biologist from 
the Hopkins Marine Station, over 
many miles of California coast line 
on otter-counting expeditions. The 
project serves a two-fold purpose. 
Marine Station scientists and the 
California Fish and Game Commis- 
sion gain valuable data concerning 
the nearly extinct otter, and Army 
pilots receive training in observa- 
tion and reconnaissance. 

Once plentiful along the Cali- 
fornia coast, the otter all but dis- 
appeared by 1911. The otter was 





Engineers Give 
Outboard Motor 
Boat Training 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—A three 
week course in bridge construction 
and outboard motor boat opera- 
tion is the newest addition to the 
Army Engineer’s training pro- 
gram. 

Known as the outdoor motor 
and bridge erection boat school, 
the course is conducted by the 
100th Engr. Co. at Camp Prince, 
W.Va., a member unit of the 79th 
Engr. Group of the Engineer 
Center and Fort Belvoir. 

First to successfully complete 
the course were 10 National 
Guardsmen from the First Army 
area. Using the currents of the 
New River which are. controlled 
by Bluestone Dam, an Engineer 
project located about 30 miles up- 
stream, the Guardsmen learned the 
methods of float bridge construc- 
tion and the handling of light 
stream crossing equipment.

BOOLOOTIAN HAS studied the 
otter for over three years. Prior to 
using Army aircraft in his work, he 
traveled the coast by auto, counting 
as best he could from the shore. 
Since the days of extensive killing 
of the otter, the mammals. shun 
coming ashore, Habitually floating 
on their backs in kelp beds as they 
do, identification and counting of 
them from the air is possible, 

Recently, Fort Ord aircraft made 
a survey flight-in the Point Sur 
area. The Navy was to perform 
dynamiting operations in those wa- 
ters and the flight was required to 
determine the presence of sea 
otter. Upon locating the herd, the 
craft were used to frighten the ani- 
mals away from the danger area. 


INSPECTIONS OF nearby waters 
are made from helicopters, while 
distant shores call for. the use of 
longer range,, fixed-wing aircraft. 
Boolootian.and his Army co-workers 
have covered over two-thirds of the 
entire California coast in this study. 

The sea otter, like man, uses a 
tool in procuring food. When the 


otter is floating, it places. a rock- 


on its chest which serves’ as an 
anvil and then hammers mussel 
shells on the rock to open them. 
Averaging four feet in length the 
otter weighs about 70 pounds, has 
webbed hind feet and forearms 


similar to those of a dog. The fur 


is a rich dark brown, with the males 
usually having white-celored heads.

STENSIBLY, this is a novel of 

intrigue and suspense in divid- 

ed Berlin. The characters are in- 

volved in the intelligence duel be- 

tween the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 

But Mark Aldanov’s book is 
more than that—it’s really a dis- 
cussion of the two big systems of 
government. Throughout the novel, 
the author rips communism apart, 
letting the plot lie dormant for 
pages at a time. 

The protagonists are two clever 
colonels — the Soviet intelligence 
chief in East Berlin and his Ameri- 
can counterpart in West Berlin. 
Between them is the agent, Schell, 
a romantic giant of a man who de. 
cides (at least during the course 
of the novel) to cast his lot with 
the West. There are a couple of 
attractive women, and the junior 
officer nephew of the American 
colonel, and all of them act out 
believable roles in the drama. 

Despite the ideological pauses, 
Aldanov has told a fine, exciting 
story. Somebody probably will 
make a real thriller of a movie out 
of this one.

| rs auditioning a very sad, and therefore typical, group 
of female singers for his band years. ago, the late Bunny 
Berigan repertedly said with a shrug, “Well, maybe our kind 


of music just wasn’t meant to be 


sung by a Woman.” 


Bunny had something there, 
think, but exceptions to the rule 
concerning girl singers and jazz 
musie de occur now and then: Bes- 
sie Smith, Billie Holiday, Mildred 
Bailey, Ella Fitzgerald, Anita 
O'Day, June Christy and maybe a 
half dozen or so more.

For IGY Rocket Firing 


FORT CHURCHILL, Canada.—This north!and outpost 
is a beehive of activity as military and civilian personnel work 
around the clock in connection with the International Geo- 
physical Year Rocketry Pyogram which started July 1 

Most of IGY’s' exploration of 
outer space will take place here at 
the joint U. S-Canadian test sta- 
tion. More than 60 high altitude 
rockets will be launched between 
this July and October, 1958, prob- 
ing the upper atmosphere. 

Like the earth satellite program, 
the rocketry project will attempt 
to find out exactly what goes on 
in the ionosphere. ‘Although many 
other areas in the world will fire 
rockets aloft; scientists look to 
Churchill with keen interest, for 
here the mysterious aurora flames 
are brilliantly as anywhere else 
in the Artic. 


The rocket launcher—located 10 





placed on the sloping part of the 
roof and removable panels have 
been installed at the base of the 
launching building. At firing time, 
the doors will be opened permit- 
ting the concussion to dissipate 
itself in the outer air. 

As the rocket travels through 
the air, it will relay information

Hurricane Tips 
From Red Cross 


WASHINGTON.—The. American 
Red Cross has issue@ ten’ tips to 
save the lives of those who may 
find themselves in the path of such 
storms as the recent hurricane 
“Audrey,” which left an estimated 
500 dead. 

“From now until the end of 
October, the Atlantic and Gulf 
coastal areas will be vulnerable 
to these violent storms and there 
are certain steps that the residents 
of these areas can take to mini- 
mize loss of life and property,” 
said Robert C. Edson, national di- 
rector of American Red Cross 
Disaster Services. 

The ten Red Cross tips are: 

1. Watch newspapers and keep 
radios on for. official Weather 
Bureau reports. 

2. Store such articles as garden 
furniture, tools, awnings and other 
loase objects in a safe place. Such 
items could become lethal weapons 
in a storm, 

3. Board up windows and put 
storm shutters into place. 

4, If ‘you're. teld ‘to evacuate, 
don’t delay. Just get out and fol- 
low instructions—a. minute could 
save your life. 


5. Don’t run the risk of being 
marooned, Get away and _ stay 
away from low-lying land, beaches 
or other places likely to be swept 
by ocean winds and high tides. 


6. Don’t go outside during the} 


storm. Stay indoors, preferably in 
a brick or concrete building. 

7. Stay away from’ windows. 

8. If the center or “eye” of the 
storm passes directly overhead, 
there will be a deceptive lull, last- 
ing for as long as 30 minutes. Stay 
where you are during this calm 
period, The wind will return from 
the opposite direction—with per- 
haps greater force. 

9. Fill the bathtub; bottles and 
cooking utensils with water. Keep 
extra food (which does not 
quire cooking) handy. Be sure 
have a flashlight or candles to 
in the event of power failure. - 

10, Don’t touch fallen wires. Re- 
port such damage to the police or 
power companies.

There is no magic road to sud- 
den riches by the purchase of 
shares in unique situations pushed 
by “high-pressure” agents. For 
one success story in this type of 
venture there are thousands of 
disappointments and heartaches. 

It is important to question why 
you are being singled out to buy 
an unusual opportunity. Is it 
friendship or a chance for the 
seliciter to make a good profit 
at your expense? Salesmen re- 
ceive sizable commissions for com- 
pleting transactions on these base 


bargains. . 
Our discussion in the articles to 
date has emphasized the desir- 


ability of making quality invest- 
ments in all areas. This applies 
te the purchase of household ap- 
pliances, clothing, homes, automo- 
biles as well as bonds and stocks. 
Stress has been placed upon doing 
business with a firm that is well- 
established in the community and 
has a record of successful manage- 
ment, 

As a further measure to protect 
your hard-earned dollars in the in- 
vestment arena, I believe it is im- 
portant te recognize that “securi- 
ties should not be bought without 
adequate background and under- 
standing ef the problems confront- 
ing the investor.” 

It is relatively easy to establish 
a satisfactory investment pro- 
gram. This can best be accom- 
plished by striving for a fair re- 
tura ea your money and growth 
in censonance with the economic 
develepment of our nation. Diffi- 
culties eccur when an attempt is 
made te “beat the averages.” 

Fer example, good stocks today 
are returning, on the average, 
little more than 4% yields. Don’t 
expect a 10% return and assume 
the steck you buy will be of the 
same quality —' it involves far 
greater risk. r 

We must realize that buying and 
selling securities operates in. a 
free market, That is, the person 
whe sells frequently does so be- 
cause he thinks the price of the 
stock is going down; whereas the 
person whe buys is of the opinion 
it is going up. 

Recognize that there are people 
mere skilled than you who look 
for special situations and bargain 
issues. Don’t try to compete with 
them. If the “experts”: (followed 
by the crowd) believed the 10% 
yield was a good buy they would 
have beught themselves. The ef- 
:ect ef heavy demand for a secur- 
ity is te raise its price with the 
restdtant ‘lewer yield. 

New let us look at the stock 
market and a program that may 
be appropriate for you. 

First, what is a share of stock? 
It is @ certificate representing an 
owner relationship in a corpora- 
tien, As an owner, the share- 
holder “receives dividends only 
after all other obligations against 
the corporation are paid. 

There are two principal classes 
of steck — preferred and common. 

Preferred, as the name implies, 
normally has priority over com- 
mon steck in the payment of divi- 
dends. and assets. Preferred 
shareholders 








usually receive a° 


stated dividend rate. 
there are participating preferred 
issues available that, under speci- 
fied conditions, are eligible for 
dividends above the stated rate. 


A corporation may have several 
classes of preferred stock such as 
preferred and prior preferred. The 
prior preferred category have 
priority as to the distribution of 
dividends and assets over either 
the preferred or common stock- 
holders. 

The most widely used method 
of capitalization is through issu- 
ance of common stock. Share- 
holders of common have a right 
to dividends subordinate to all 
other stock in the corporation and 
are not limited to any fixed rate 
of return. Thus, in prosperous 
earning periods common _§stock- 
holders may receive a high yield 
on their investment, while in 
poor earning periods they may re- 
ceive nothing. 

I strongly recommend that serv- 
ice personnel keep their securi- 
ties program as simple as possi- 
ble. Normally, we do not have 
the time or background te develop 
a complex portfolio. 

Therefore, I believe only com- 
mon stock should be purchased. 
Preferred issues have some fea- 
tures of both bonds and stocks. 
In my opinion they lack the best 
qualities of either. They are 
neither as safe as U.S. Savings 


However, 


Bonds nor offer dividends or 
growth potential feund in com- 
mon stock. 

Accordingly, an investment 
portfolio for military members 
should consist of: (1) checking 
account; (2) savings account in 
soldiers’ deposit and/or bank; 


(3) savings and loan association; 
(4) U.S: Savings Bonds and ne- 
gotiable U.S. Governments; (5) 
quality common steck. 

In summary, I can’t stress teo 
emphatically the importance of 
buying quality securities. 

None of us can be experts in all 
subjects, so we must turn for as- 
sistance to those who are pro- 
fessionals in their respective 
fields. If our youngster needs his 
teeth straightened, we seek a com- 
petent dentist; if our family re- 
quires legal guidance, we contact 
a good lawyer; if we: wish our lit- 
tle leaguers to see a “top-notch” 
ball game, we have them watch 
the majors. 

The approach rélative to seek- 
ing competent guidance should be 
followed for your investments. 

First, read a book on the sub- 
ject written by a financial author- 
ity. Certain texts were listed in 
a previous, article. 

Second, select brokerage firm 
which has an excellent reputation 
and*meets your requirements. 

Third, before buying secure fac- 
tual data about the company and 
take the time to study it. 

Fourth, don’t be rushed 
closing a deal.

Over 16,000 
such plans were opened by in- 
vestors in each of the first six 
months of this year. 

Shares of closed-end investment 
companies listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange may also be pur- 
chased monthly or quarterly under 
the Exchange Monthly Investment 
Plan.

WASHINGTON.—Financing old age looms as a major economic 
risk for which most persons are Only fragilely prepated, says the Na- 
tional Association of Investment Companies. t 


“Since 1900 our total population 
has doubled while the number of 
those living beyond 65 years of 
age has, quadrupled,” says Edward 
B. Burr, Executive Director of the 
Association. “From 1940 to 1950 
alone, while the total population 
has increased 15 per cent, the num- 
ber of persons 65 years of age and 
over grew 36 per cent to more 
than 14 million.” 

Despite an estimated $10 billion 
a year being put aside to provide 
future pension payments, and even 
though pension reserves now total 
more than one-fifth the size of the 
nation’s annual income, the largest 
single source of income for the 
aged is employment, the Associa- 
tion states. 

Forty-two per cent of the men 
aged 65 or over and 9 per cent. of 
the women of these ages, not count- 
ing wives and other aged depend- 
ents, are in the labor force, accord- 
ing to the U. S. Census Bureau.

BASICALLY, depth of field is controlled 
by two factors, the distance of the camera 
from the subject; and the size of the lens 
opening.

The fo- 
cal length of the lens in use also affects 
depth: the shorter the focal length at a 
given distance and lens aperture, the great- 
er the area of sharpness, the longer the fo- 
cal length, the narrower the field. 

Exactly how much will be sharp can be 
observed directly only on the ground glass 
of single-lens reflex cameras when the lens 
has been stopped down to the picture-tak- 
ing aperture. On cameras such as the twin- 
lens Rolleiflex and the Leica, the photog- 
rapher consults the built-in depth-of-field 
scale — at the focusing wheel in the first 
case, on the barrel of the Leica lens. After 
the subject has been focused, the duplicate 
lens openings on both sides of the focused 
point indicate the near and far distances.in 
focus. This can be set before shooting when 
the wanted area is known, to avoid delay 
whén actually taking the picture. Printed

depth-of-field tables obtainable with many 
cameras give the exact distances, in feet and 
inches for specific lens focal lengths at vary- 
ing camera distances. 
But let’s get back to the pereares to see the 
ar, of opth of field at work. Miss 
muels’ photo is an admirable example of 
what can be achieved. It illustrates several 
points. Her f/3.5 wide-angle lens, because

TO ASSURE overall sharpness she focus- 
ed on the model. At this distance, there was 
enough leeway fore and aft to cover both 
the two foreground figures and the group at 
the back. Had she focused on a closer or a 
farther point, the result would have been 
some loss in sharpness and a weaker picture. 
Moreover, because she used the available 
light instead of introducing flash or other 
artificial illumination, the quality of ap- 
parent visual depth is heightened. Here 
light and shade separate the picture ele- 
ments and round them out to simulate the 
reality of direct vision, 

In the other method, focusing on the near 
subject matter, and leaving the background 
out of focus, light plays its role in suggest- 
ing visual depth, just as in Miss Samuels’ 
case. 

If the subject is too clearly defined, 
through the use of a smaller lens stop and 
focusing for overall sharpness, there will be 
a conflict of interest between the two ele- 
ments, and a flaitened perspective.

Rating Need Dropped 


For Service Seamen 


By XAVIER BOYLE 











Congress has sent to the President a bill to exempt from the Per- 
formance Rating Act civilian officers and crew members of vessels 


operated by the Army and Navy. 

Some 10,000 men are affected. 

Rear Adm. Roy A. Gano, dep- 
uty commander of the Military 
Sea Transport Service, testifying 
for both services when the bill was 
in committee, said these marine 
employees shift vessels so fre- 
quently that the performance 
ratings are difficult to give and 
meaningless in any case, 

,The average voyage is from 15 
ot 45 days, he said, and generally 
the crew changes after each voy- 
age. During a year a man might 
serve on four or five ships, with 
as many different supervisors, 
During one typical--month there 
were 15,497 crew changes in four 
commands, although a total of only 
12,241 marine workers were em- 
ployed. , 

In addition to vessel changes, 
there is always a large turnover 
in this type of work.

EEPING the wolf from the door has no doubt been the major concern 6f Army 
wives since the day citizen Johnnie Smith took musket in hand and went off to join 
the lads at Coneord.

Some years ago my husband had 
constructed some native type carts 
which were suitable for floral ar- 
rangements, fruit containuers or 
as table center pieces. We de- 
cided we would manufacture carts 
for local craft shops. 

Inquiries showed that we could 
retail these carts for approximately 
$5 each. From that moment on 
our evenings have been spent 
amidst piles of wood shavings and 
the odors of stains and varnish. 

An old shed serves as our work 
shop and is bulging with scrap 
wood of all sizes and types. The 
entire family is engaged in this 
project. My husband rough cuts 
t various pieces on weekends 
and the children and I then sand 
them prior to assembly and finish- 
ing. Between housework, cooking, 
washing dirty faces and dashing 
into the house to answer the tele- 
phone, I spend my time in the 
shed, making carts. Needless to 
say, our neighbors have been very 
curious as to our late evening ac- 
tivities. 

It didn’t take long to manu- 
facture enough carts to begin 
our sales program. Loading them 
in our car, my spouse journeyed 
to nearby communities to find:a 
market. On the first attempt 
and all others, the car. came 
home empty of carts.
